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The opening days of the Mayday 
offensive gave a glimpse of what things 
would be like in the Bay Area. On 
Saturday, May 1, a rally to free all poli- 
tical prisoners was held in Dolores Park. 
Weather was poor, and the crowd of 
mostly third world people was small. The 
atmosphere was homey, different from 
most rallies, so maybe things would be 
different in the coming days actions. 

Sunday was supposed to be a celebra- 
tion in Provo Park. Weather was poor 
again. The crowd was small and spirits 


people”, “Off the pig”, and lo and behola 
there stood one of Berkeley’s finest with 
no riot gear and an empty car. A rock was 
thrown, but missed. Some people wanted 
to nail the pig and overturn his car. No 
опе moved. Someone was taking pictures. 
A few people moved to stop them and 
some of the crowd objected. “He’s only 
taking pictures.” 

The story was the same throughout 
the march. Those who had it together and 
knew where to go and how to take 
advantage of the pigs “hands-off” policy- 


were isolated if evident, But monday those who wanted to do something to 


would surely be a good action on campus. 

Monday morning’s news was full of 
reports of 7000 sisters and brothers 
arrested and held in (shades of 1984) a 
concentration camp. It seemed like an 
appropriate time to show a little soli- 
darity with the Washington demonstr- 
ators and Indochinese people. 

Right! Solidarity forever as five 
hundred of us stood in Sproul plaza 
hearing the same fucking words only this 
time it was supposed to be different- 
‘creative, joyous disruption’, the leaflet 
read... When we felt angry and chanted, 
the spirit seemed nice. We had a peace 
treaty signed by thousands, and sup- 
ported by millions of people. We marched 
from pig target to pig target to present 
ROTC, the Administration and other 
UCB war contributors with our treaty. 
Everywhere the doors were locked. But 
some joyously cheered ‘our victory’ when 
someone saw a pig in full riot gear with a 
peace treaty button pinned to his flak 
jacket. 

The ROTC classrooms were guarded 
by pigs, (but not that many), so we 
headed for Oxford and took the streets. 
There were no pigs in sight, Several 
groups of people yelled to head for the 
banks, but there was still another locked 
building to go to. At University and 
Oxford people again tried to lead the 
crowd through the streets to the business 
area, but some others almost managed to 
turn the crowd around. After a few 
agonizing seconds the people headed 
down Shattuck chanting “Power to the 
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physically implement the treaty were 
isolated and easy to identify. People were 
just not ready to move. It was like we 
were waiting for the pigs to attack before 
we could do anything. 

Some bank windows were trashed and 
an undercover car hit, but most of the 
crowd walked zombie-like through the 
streets heading west on University. This 
was an effective disruption of traffic 
which the pigs had already shown they 
were willing to tolerate as people grew 
tired or bored and left the march. An 
attempt was made to move the crowd to 
the freeway to block traffic, but was 
voted down because of the probability о! 
a tear-gas attack in the black community. 

It was eerie, almost ominous walking 
through the streets with no attack by the 
pigs. Some people broke into the Selec- 
tive Service headquarters and tore apart 
files, overturned desks, and cut phone 
lines, finally taking advantage of the 
absence of pigs. This brought an illegal 
assembly warning from the red- faced 
porkers. People milled about, but the gas 
never came. Pig cars drove right up to the 
crowd and were not attacked. A few 
more bank windows were hit and every- 
one went home. 

The hands off policy seems to be the 
pigs new strategy. Probably because of 
the new city council they want to avoid 
major confrontations. Instead, they sit 
back and watch. take some pictures and 
several days later go to your home and 
bust you. Neat, clean fascism in the 
radical -controlled city of Berkeley. 


OAKLAND 


The Tuesday Mayday offesnive in 
Oakland was mild after Monday’s action 
in Berkeley, but it revealed a pig tactic 
which was subsequently used in San 
Francisco on Wednesday; i.e., using traf- 

-| fie control to, keep people on the side- 
walks. Besides 150 people armed with 
leaflets, the entire OPD seemed to be out 
in full battle dress, It intimidated, if 
nothing else. As the march got under way 
several phalanxes of cycle pigs circled the 
park and everyone knew that no action 
could come down from the beginning. 

I was pissed off at first, but then I dug 
that the workers for the most part were 
receptive to the peace treaty and other 
Mayday fact sheets so I went into offices 
to rap and leaflet. The office people were 
looking out the window at the march 
when we entered and they were amazed 
that the whole point of the march was to 
rap with them. As far as contact with the 
people goes the march was probably a 
success. It also freaked out the banks on 
Franklin Street which were surrounded 
by pork, and the draft board which 
closed for the day. I left downtown Oak- 
land satisfied that a communication had 
been started between the marchers and 
the works, but very frustrated in knowing 
that pigs like B. of A. and Wells Fargo 
will continue to grovel in the trough of 
racism, oppression, and exploitation 


regardless of how many fucking leaflets 
you hand out and how many workers you 
turn on. 


The process of physically putting out 
the Tribe is a very involved one. It's an 
all-night trip, lasting from about 6 at 
night on Wednesday until 12:00 noon on 
Thursday. Unfortunately, from the 
“press” standpoint at least, the climax of 
the Mayday activities for the Bay Area 
occurred on Wednesday,~May 5. Many 
Tribe people were there, some of whom 
got beaten, one hospitalized, and others 
didn't return until about 5 or 6 Wednes- 
day evening. We were all pretty freaked 
out at the massive repression unleashed 
by the local storm troopers, It’s been a 
while since we've seen such massive busts 
and such brutal beatings, We still aren't 
clear about what was gained or lost 
through the whole Mayday experience. 
We want to take this week to reassess our 
situation and perhaps next week, we will 
come up with а more comprehensive anal- 

ysis of wi ете at. But 

а shorter and rather dry йе 

the San Francisco action will have to 
suffice: 

Mayday was not everyday. From 8:00 
am to later morning, there were freaks 
passing out peace treaties on almost every 
corner of the $.Е. financial district. Every 
secretary, clerk and executive knew that 
something was up. 

Around 11:00 a few hundred people 
gathered in front of Standard Oil on 
Market, Pigs on horseback and motor- 
bikes kept us out of the street, After 
chanting and circling around in a picket 
line for half an hour we marched off up 
the sidewalks to the Bank of Amerika 
plaza, the pigs occuppying the street so 
that we couldn't. We rallied at the plaza, 
watched some guerilla theatre, chanted, 
wailed and burned a flag. There were a 
couple of thousand of us by then. There 
were pigs everywhere. The Mayday organ- 
izers then told us that we were to break 
up into smaller groups and “creatively 
and non-violently” disrupt business as 
usual. 

But that was impossible. There were 
pigs in front of every building. Nobody 
knew where to go. Slowly we moved out 
of the plaza and onto the sidewalks. 
Then, into the street, 

For the next hour we played a game of 
chicken with the pigs. We moved into an 
intersection. The pigs cleared us out, tak- 
ing their toll in busts and broken skulls. 
We moved on down the street whooping 
and took another intersection. The pigs 
cleared us out again, busts, blood. We 
moved down the street. Finally the inevit- 
able came: we were declared an illegal 
assembly. The toll increased as the pigs 
scattered us throughout downtown. For 
awhile we regrouped near the Bank of 
Amerika plaza, and were once again 
chased and beaten away. Having been 
broken down into smaller groups, and 
forced into alleys and doorways, we were 
beaten ferociously, and dispersed. 

The result: over 90 busts, uncounted 
injuries. Disrupted traffic. A spectacle for 
the secretaries and the executives, Head- 
lines all over the country.

Mayday in Washington, D.C. resulted 
in the largest mass arrest in recent his- 
[s “Many of us had been lulled into a 
kind of apathy due to the year of relative 
peace since Kent. But last week brought 
reality home again, And also opened dis- 


cussions as to the value of future mass 


demonstrations. There is a need for every- 
one involved in politics to analyse what 
happened in Washington and why. 

The most massive failure of the entire 
happening was the fact that the pigs were 
able to arrest over 10,000 people with 
very little trouble, while the government. 
continued to function, The tactic of the 
day was supposed to be militant поп- 
violence, which failed. One of the basic 
reasons for failure was the fact that the 
tone of the demonstration and the tactics 
were never clearly defined. 

People came to Washington with a 
whole range of ideas of what to expect. 
Many had different ideas of what was 
meant by non-violence. To most, it is 
sitting around waiting to get your head 
beat in. Gandhi described nonviolence in 
the following way: 

"Non-violence presupposes ability to 
strike. Injustice must be resisted. No 
doubt that non-violence is always the 
best, but where that does not come 
naturally, the violent way is both the 
necessary and honorable.” 

On Monday the demonstrators plan- 
ned to block seventeen bridges and 
entrances to the city. As the government 
had announced that it was asking its 
employees to come to work early, the 
people were out in force by 6 a.m., only 
to find that the employees were going to 
arrive late and there was no one on the 
streets except 800 pigs and 10,000 
Marines. Some disruption of the city was 
carried on by groups of people blocking 
streets with their bodies (sometimes get- 
ting run down), cars, trash cans, etc. And 
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outlined program 
political organization based on urban col- 
lectives, and we think that it is, with 
some modifications, a valuable model.

|.) The community provides both 
support and intensive criticism. Sexism 
and rascism can be dealt with on the basis 
of daily practice. Expense is reduced;

It would seem that one of the best 
ways for a collective to protect itself is to 
integrate itself into its immediate environ- 
ment. For protection, then, and in order 
to serve the people, every collective 
should be staffed with skilled artisans 
who advertise their skills and perform 
free services for the neighborhood: 
services like auto repair, house-painting 
plumbing, carpentry, child-care, taxi- 
service, and so on.

innumerable, the only criterion being: 
what is possible? Tactics are designed їп 
response to the immediate situation so as 
to avoid mass arrests and massacres, the 
guiding principle being simply that no pig 
action gets off easily. When it's feasible, 
the militia uses its соПеуйуе, coordinated 
muscle to stop the pig; when it's not, 
then it creates an unpleasant scene by its 
belligerant presence. The principle of the 
militia is very simple: we band together 
and consciously develop the organiza- 
tion and strength which has so far been 
missing among mother-country revolu- 
tionaries, and maintain it as a standing 
amy. ^ 


Perhaps this essay sounds dreamy or’ 


wishful. Perhaps it sounds macho or 
adventruistic. We think not. Adventurism 
implies a vanguard which acts scornfully 
and without consideration for the masses. 


The collectives, on the other hand, must 
be firmly grounded within the neighbor- 
hoods and their services are offered only 
in response to requests by the oppressed 
in defiance of immediate oppressors. 

Whether or not this essay is idle 
fantasy depends on those who read it. 
Dare to struggle, dare to win applies not 
only to radical sloganeering and split 
second strikes, but also to the drudgery 
and danger of long-term party building. 
Those who would call this plan impos- 
sible should examine their own motives 
and determine how much of their scep- 
ticism is born out of inertia and fear. To 
be sure, there are risks! People will be 
beaten, arrested, maybe even killed. But 
that is to be expected in class-warfare. 
Indeed; is better to suffer casualties in 
militant defense of one’s culture, rather 
than to succumb to the pig’s war of 
attrition, victims of smack and helpless- 
ness. For ourselves, we MUST hold our 
lives in contempt so long as we do 
nothing to stop the napalming and the 
thalidomide-ing of the Vitenamese, the 
off-hand genocide of our Red, Black, 
Brown, and White brothers, the perpetu- 
ation of the Amerikkkan Dream. It is a 
sorry shame to see so many good people 
burning up their insides in inexpressible 
rage. The rage and integrity are here; we 
need only find a voice, STRIKE!

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Thanks to the people, the city of 
Berkeley has passed, as of April 27, a 
basic BIKEWAYS PLAN to be implemen- 
ted in the coming weeks. Such a plan was 
long overdue. It’s time for the people to 
begin to develop real alternatives to pol- 
lution horrors such as the internal 
combustion engine. Bicycles are a major 
source of transportation in China and 
North Vietnam; we should make it so 
here, Phase out cars, air pollution, noise 
pollution, and flabby bodies! 

The BIKEWAYS PLAN includes four 
classes of proposed bicycle routes: 


1. BIKEWAYS PHYSICALLY 
SEPARATED FROM AUTO AND 
PEDESTRIAN TRAFFIC. This is the 
ideal class—an exclusive street for bicycles 
only. Such bikeways will occur in rela- 
tively few instances where construction 
of streets allows for such implementation. 
The Santa Fe Railroad right-of-way, if 
acquired by the City, offers an outstand- 
ing opportunity for this class of bikeway.- 

2. BIKEWAYS ОМ EXISTING 
STREETS RIGHT-OF-WAY. Bicycle 
lanes would be separated from auto lanes 
by appropriate signs and markings paint- 
ed on the street, aided by parking restric- 
tions. 

3. BIKEWAYS ON SIDEWALKS, 
MALLS, PLAZAS, or other areas where 
the right-of-way is shared with pedes- 
trians. 
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4. BIKEWAYS CREATED ONLY BY 
DESIGNATION OF CERTAIN CITY 
STREETS’ Right-of-way must be shared 
with autos, but adequate signing and the 
presence of many bicycles should insure 
the safety of the route, 


In addition to the classes of bikeways, 
other plans must be implemented if 
BIKEWAYS are to be a success. Adequate 
numbers of lockable bicycle racks should 
be installed in areas of bicycle traffic and 
at various public facilities such as parks, 
recreation center, libraries, City Hall, etc. 
Bikeways must be designated by standard 
route marking and crossing signs. 

In order to implement the BIKEWAYS 
PLAN, the City Council must change a 
number of city ordinances regarding auto 
and bike traffic. This includes, for 
instance, resolutions to restrict parking to 
one side of the following streets: Dana, 
Channing, Ellsworth, Milvia, Bowditch, 
Hearst, Bancroft. 

See the map for the proposed plan and 
breakdown of classes for the different 
bikeways. It’s up to us to see that the 
plan is implemented soon. Put pressure 
on the city council and the University of 
Californi to adopt the plan and cooperate 
in its implementation. 

LET’S ROLL—ON TWO WHEELS!

They are 
now the International Bird: Rescue 
Research Center, and are located at 8th 
and Carleton, 

The Center plans to train people in the 
latest bird rescue techniques, and have 
them on call to go anywhere in the world 
where there might be an oil spill. They 
sent people up to Puget Sound last week 
to help clean up a spill outside Seattle. 

But right now they need help. Their 
new building can't be used until all the 
old wiring is torn out. They would like 
anyone to come down and help them. If 
you are interested, go over there this 
weekend or call Ralph Steiner at Ecology 
Action (843-1820) and leave a message. 

For those interested in cleaning up 
after corporate fuckups, the training 
program should begin in a few months.

Natural Life Styles, “а guide to organ- 
ic living,” is not just for the country livin’ 
natural freak. In fact, most of the info in 
the first issue is pretty basic. But it has a 
lot to say to the people--how to get away 
from eating polluted supermarket foods, 
how to grow or find or build your own, 
where to get equipment for backpacking 
to wheat grinding. There’s good stuff on 
how to stay alive in the city. And heaps 
of recipes. They also have articles and 
columns on astrology, saunas, Yoko Ono 
and Flux, environmental art, bio-dynamic 
gardening, and a critical discussion of 
macrobiotics.

Recruiter Murder 


A black Air Force recruiter was killed 
in his Berkeley office last Friday morn- 
ing. Staff Sergeant Rogers D. Mobley was 
stabbed to death with a five-inch hunting 
knife, Chris Cowsar, a 21 year-old white, 
ex-Marine is being held on murder 
charges. He was caught in the office and 
is reported to have said, “Не is going to 
die. He is sending men to Vietnam.” 

Chris’ alleged crime brings several 
questions to mind. Separating the action 
from the motives or states of mind of the 
people involved, there are two things that. 
happened. Undeniably a black man was 
killed, and undeniably that man was con- 
tributing to the genocidal air war in Viet- 
nam. 

We don't need any more black people 
dying, whether killed by whites or any- 
body. It is very-clear that to get ANY job 
that will support a family, a black has to 
win a hard-fought struggle against Amer- 
ikan capitalism. It’s a battle for a black to 
survive, and every one who does can add 
strength to the revolution. 


But what about the air war? What can 
we do to stop it? We can’t do it by killing 
everyone who's involved in it, just like we 
can't end capitalism by blowing up all the 
buildings one at a time. 

But we do need to start thinking ser- 
iously about responsibility. What Ameri- 
ka is doing to Indochina is no less terribly 
than what fascist Germany did to Europe 
and Russia during World War Il. After 
that war, the US tried many Germans for 
their war crimes, and the defense of “I 
was only following orders" was not 
accepted. That defense should not be 
accepted now either. We all need to con- 
front our responsibility for ending the 
war, and need to stop anything we are 
doing to continue it. 

On the other hand, the Vietnamese 
don.t shoot every Air Force pilot they 
capture. They have a strategy and a his- 
tory which gives them strength. We all 
need that strength, and we can only get it 
by being together. 


Despite the fire department’s attempt 
to hose down the sidewalk, there are still 
traces of the blood which spilled a 
hundred feet down Webster Street from 
the spot where 16 year old Ronald 
Legault was shot dead by a San Francisco 
police sergeant, 

Killed for no reason? Not quite. 

Although the police and the bourgeois 
press would have us believe that it was a 
mistake, that-- like Vietnam and Kent 
State—it occurred in a vacuum, Legault 
was the victim of a conscious policy of 
intimidation and repression against the 
people of San Francfsco’s Western 
Addition, It’s part of a sordid attempt to 
force people out of the Western Addition 
in order to make way for redevelopment 
in the name of “progress”, a familiar 
story which is daily repeated in every 
large city in the U.S. 

The official version of Legault's death, 
which occurred last Friday, is as follows: 
An alarm was out for a white hippie-type 
armed male. S.F. police Sergeant Garry 
stopped three kids. One of them took off 
running down the street. Sgt. Garry 
pursued him. The kid reached into his 
jacket like he was gonna pull out a 
weapon. There was a struggle, during 
which Sgt. Garry’s gun discharged, hitting 
the kid in the neck. The kid was dead 
moments later. 

The reality is significantly different. 
Three young people from the East 
Bay(Newark), Legault among them, had 
parked on the 2000 block Bush Street on 
their way to Winterland. They were 
stopped by a pig (not Garry) and Legault 
started running south on Webster St., 
which intersects Bush. Three or four 
witnesses attest that Garry was riding 
shotgun in a patrol car when he saw 
Legault running. 

He got out of his car апа stood 


‘between two parked cars, where he 


assumed a shooting position, Legault saw 
Garry, turned around and started back up 


Webster St. He had hardly taken two 
steps when he was shot in the neck. The 
police contention that Legault reached 
into his jacket for a weapon is reduced to 
absurdity by the fact that he was carrying 
a quart of beer in each hand, Compound- 
ing this atrocity, the pigs are refusing to 
give any information to Legault’s parents, 
who are forced to rely on private invest- 
igators to find out why their son is dead. 

The residents of the Western Addition 
are scared. For a long time they have 
been subject to the usual harassment that 
attends redevelopment: rent increases, 
evictions, having their homes torn down, 
ete. The antagonism between the people 
and the city is so great that only a few 
days prior to Legault’s murder a construc- 
lion erane being used to build the 
Japanese Trade Center (also on the 2000 
block Bush St.) was blown ир. 

In the light of this recent history, the 
residents of Western Addition cannot fail 
{о see Legault's death as anything but a 
direct threat. Some of them have 
composed a list of demands which is 
being presented to the Board of Super- 
visors along with the real story. The 
demands are 1) that all pigs involved be 
suspended from the force, 2) that Garry 
be charged with premeditated murder, 3) 
that S.F. pigs be disarmed, 4) that com- 
munity control of the pigs be instituted, 
and 5) that there be a complete halt to 


{һе redevelopment їп the Western 
Addition. 
The community, which is evenly 


composed of Blacks, Japanese, and 
Whites, is coming together around their 
common oppression. Like so many other 
communities across Amerika, they are 
discovering that a primary survival neces- 
sity is learning how to deal with pigs. 
Until we learn this, innocent victims will 
continue to be slaughtered by these mind- 
less bastards from Vietnam to Webster St. 

Our sympathies to the family of 
Ronald Legault.

The Circle Game 


The creator has a working plan 
The creator makes but one demand 
Happiness thru all the land 


I went out to the Santa Cruz moun- 
tains last week, not far from Big Basin. 
There was going to be a witches coven to 
celebrate Mayday which is a minor fer- 
tility rite, the reaching toward the fullest 
power- tide, the summer solstice. 

It was also my birthday. 

Sadly, the sun did not shine all day. (I 
took it as an omen.) People began arriving 
early in the day, in groups of two or 
three. By mid-afternoon, just before the 
ceremony was to begin, 50 people had 
gathered in the yard of the main com- 
munal house. (More about that later). 

Several were dressed in far-out robes, 
the high priest and the three high priest- 
esses, The ritual began. People gathered in 
a large circle, holding hands, man to 
woman, woman to man. In the center of 
the circle there were two large bonfires. 
There was also a table with bread and 
wine, Several incantations were made to 
the Goddess, the generator, the creator of 
all life. In this form of witchcraft (white) 
she is the bearer of all good things. 
Astrologically, her symbol is the planet 
Neptune, ruler of Pisces, representing 
compassion, intuition, illusion, and 
beauty. 

The rite, however, never did come off. 
Too many distractions—dogs fucking, 
children crying, and two people clicking 
away with cameras. The priest and priest- 
esses seemed self-conscious and not into 
their roles. And because people were not. 
into freaking freely, being themselves, 
because the sun was not shining and we 
could not take off our clothes (in all 
meanings of the term) it made it hard for 
us to believe in our own power. 

The ceremony ended with. chanting, 
music, and each of the men and women 
kissing as the circle weaved in and out. 

Things started picking up after that. 
People began dancing, there were several 
fine guitars, 2 flutes, recorders, bongoes 
and sticks. I suddenly flashed on how 
stoned I was, far beyond the amount of 
wine I had drunk, the dope I had smoked. 
I was beginning to experience one of the 
mellowest large gatherings I had been in 
in a long time. I was getting high off the 
land and the collective hit of 50 witches 
and warlocks. 

The lack of an imposed structure, the 
ease between people, the virtues of the 
land, were reaching into me, beyond my 
depressed city-state of mind. 

By late afternoon most of the people 
who had come to coven split. This left 
people who live on the land. 

There are about twelve of them. Their 
story is interesting. Four people from 
Kentucky with a heavy background in 
education interested in new forms of 
teaching and learning and growing came 
to California to look for some land. They 
settled on two and a half acres (rented) at 
Woodside and their numbers grew to the 
present twelve, (That too is in the process 
of changing). They had to split because 
the land was sold to someone else. 

They looked up and down California 
for months, Nothing turned up. They 
decided to go south and camp near Santa 
Barbara. On the way down they stopped 
off near Big Basin. One of them woke the 
next morning. He had to take a shit. 

‚ Searching in the woods for a good spot he 
came upon an outhouse. Then he found 
an incredible structure. A large A-frame 
house built of fir logs and redwood sid- 
ing, 30 feet high, rising in the sky like a 
cathedral. Twin lofts for bedrooms. And 
a sign on the door that said WELCOME. 
USE THE PLACE AS YOU WANT TO 
BUT LEAVE IT AS YOU SEE IT. 

They spent the night there. 

The next day a man came by. He was 
the owner's son. “It’s okay if you stay 
here for awhile, but I'm sure my father 
won't want you to live here," he told 
them. 
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Two hours later the father came by. 
‘They all stood together in a circle and 
rapped for about an hour. They, about 
how long they had looked for something 
like this. He, asking many questions of 
them. Then the old man walked off, came 
back a few minutes later and said, “It’s 
yours.” 

“How much will we have to pay you?” 
they asked. 

“Nothing,” he told them. 

They flipped out. One hundred acres 
in the Santa Cruz mountains, It was theirs 
to live on, free. 

This was in September. By now, they 
are pretty settled into the place. Several 
people have built their own hou- 
ses—hogans and one far-out tree house. 
They are a family, a community into 
living and growing with each other and 
the land. They pool all resources (includ- 
ing money). They meet when they feel 
the need to. They touch often, believe in 
the power of the I Ching, Yoga, natural 
foods, work, and solitude. 

It has not been without its hassles, its 
freak-outs, One of the original members 
of the group killed himself. His name was 
Ricard, he was a paraplegic, and he 
simply grew tired of living inside his 
withered body. So he went up the hill, 
next to his favorite tree (a madrone) and 
put a bullet through his brain. 

Two weeks before Ricard killed him- 
self there was a raid by Sherriff's depu- 
ties. They were looking for “black mili- 
tants.” They believed the place to be an 
armed camp. 

Then there is the county. When I 
arrived here every house had a sign posted 
on it. It did not say welcome. It said, DO 
NOT ENTER. THIS PROPERTY HAS 
BEEN CONDEMNED. By order of Santa 
Cruz county. 

Community VS. county. Organic flow- 
ing life-styles brushing up against a 
deadened bureaucracy. You go to the 
health inspector who tells you you have 
to have a septic tank. (Outhouses are 
outlawed. Actually, they are great places 
to take a shit in.) So you go to the 
building commission. Permission to build 
a septic tank granted but you'd better 
talk to the boys over at the planning 
commission. Seems that no more than 
five unrelated people can live together in 
the same house. 

Of course, it’s nothing new. It has 
been happening out in Canyon for years. 
It happened in Palo Alto. It could con- 
ceivably happen in Berkeley which is a 
little absurd since space is at such a 
premium here that few people live alone 
or can afford to. 

But those are the terms with which 
they are moving against us and our cul- 
ture, the way we live. Little technicalities 
that loom large in their urban-suburban 
white collar consciousness. 


~~ I found. 
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Still, who knows? The night І was 
there there was a straight reporter from 
опе of the local dailys, (There has been a 
lot of publicity.) We turned him on. He 
smoked his first joint. He asked many 
questions about the alternative way of 
life. He opened up a dialogue among all 
of us. I thought we were very impressive. 
We managed, myself and several of the 
people who live there, to articulate some 
of our deeper aspirations, the desires we 
all have not simply to split from the 
system but to build something positive in 
our lives here and now. 

People can be talked to. That's impor- 
tant. We overcame our hang-ups about 
hip and straight. Maybe they will begin to 
listen, In their way they know that some- 
thing is profoundly wrong with their lives 
and with America, Perhaps that will make 


viable alternatives. 

For myself, I've gone ‘hrough many 
changes in the last year. l've come full 
circle from being a totally city-oriented 
meet them head on politico to someone 
who realizes that he must go live on the 
land for awhile if he is to keep mind, 
soul, and body together. 

There is тоге, I am deeply attracted 
to magic, ritual, song, sexual experimen- 
tation, drugs. I want to trip more. (I've 
been tripping nearly every week.) I like 
being stoned as opposed to, say, not 
being stoned. Sometimes, walking down 
the street, I'll feel like talking to myself. 
Instead of supressing it (which I did in 
the past) I go ahead and talk to myself. I 
want to free myself and I find that a 
revolution which does net take cogni- 
zance of magic, sex, and drugs (Diane Di 
Prima) is not for me.

attempting to build community to be — 
serious, aware, and totally committed, 
very much into what they are doing. I 
found too a healthy respect for individual 
differences as well as an attempt to reach 
toward a higher unified whole. There was 
а 38 year-old poet-teacher with а PHD in ' 
education. There was a sister from back 
east who had recently split from her old 
man (she didn’t like being crowded) and 
was into solitude. Some of her paintings 
are on the walls here and they were really 
fine. There is a couple who met while 
working for С.Е. and will quit soon to 
come live here. One member is heavily 
into witchcraft. He teaches at a nearby 
high school. 

Their problems are the same as that of 
any family. How to distribute shit-work 
evenly, how to avoid sexual jealousy, how 
to have a structure that is organic rather 
than imposed, where does the energy 
come from? how do you bring in new 
members? and so forth. 

But all this does not get down to it. It 
does not speak of the mellowness of a 
room late at night lit by kerosene lamps, 
burnished in wood tones. It does not tell 
of the mellowness of Dan’s face looking 
up at me as he-I-we spoke. 

The quiet. The quiet. I felt it once in 
Canyon with two women, two cats anda 
dog. I remembered the stars, the drollness 
of the moon, how easy it travelled its 
lonely lovely place in the sky. 

What I experienced here in the moun- 
tains was a revival of spirit, a sharpening 
of the mind. I felt keen and aware. 
Sometimes, even, walking alone in the 
woods І felt at peace with myslef.

After a year of looking foolish and 
empty-handed, the FBI has again proven 
incapable of making any progress in their 
investigation of the Capitol for the simple 
reason that no clues were left and the 
action was carried out by young women 
and men who are underground. We will 
let the government show its hand. We will 
let them say what their fantasy-evidence 
is, and then,—at the appropriate time the 
people who did the Capitol bombing will 
explain in detail how the attack was 
planned and carried out. There are certain 
facts which can only be known by two 
groups of people: us and the “security 
forces” who investigated the bombing 
after it had occurred. 

Mrs. Bacon, we cannot turn ourselves 
in to save Leslie. She is a committed 
revolutionary and understands this. But 
she will be free if our sisters and brothers 
stand with her and are not diverted into 
the false issues of “repression” or “vio- 
lence.” The issue is the war in Indochina, 
the murderous policy of a lying govern- 
ment bent on dominating the Third 
World. 

As long as there is an Amerikan sol- 
dier, gun, bomb or plane attacking the 
people of Southeast Asia, we must con- 
tinue our fight.

Last Tuesday in San Francisco, a 
group of Berkeley and San Francsico 
radicals gathered outside the South 
Korean consulate to let the South Korean 
government know what they thought of 
the elections being held there on that 
day. San Francisco pigs came by to check 
it out. This was a new one to them, 
“What are we protesting today?” “We 
want the U.S. troops out of South 
Korea.” “You mean we've got troops 
over there too?” “That's right, 61,000 of 
them.” 

There was little doubt as to what the 
outcome of the elections would be-amid 
massive street demonstrations dictator 


| Pak Jung Hi was reelected as president of 


what is probably the most repressive 


police state in the world. Had the South ~ 


Korean people dared to vote otherwise, 
he would undoubtedly have continued as 
president anyway. He has never let 
parlimentary procedures hold him back. 
He first came to power in 1961 through a 
U.S.-supported coup; last уса when һе 
had nearly exhausted the two consecutive 
terms allowed him by the South Korean 
constitution, he simply changed the 
constitution to enable himself to run 
again. 

Pak Jung Hi (who has westernized his 
name to Chung Hee Park or President 


, Park for the convenience of his American 


superiors) has long been an enthusiastic 
agent of whatever imperialist powers 
chose to invade and control his country. 
During the first half of the 20th century 
when Korean patriots were risking their 
lives to liberate their country from Japan- 
ese occupation, Pak Jung Hi swore his 
allegience to the emperor of Japan in 
blood. He volunteered for the Japanese 
army where he became a lieutenant and 
spy, fighting against the Korean liberation 
forces then led by Kim Il Sung. 

When Japan was defeated in 1945 and 
the U.S. moved into South Korea, Pak 
Jung Hi made the transition smoothly, 
becoming an army officer and spy for the 
U.S. turning in army men who were 
sympathetic to the Korean Workers 
Party. 

His opponent in this week's election 
was Kim Dae Jung who is hardly a 
radical. (In а country where advocating 
"reunification" has meant arrest and 
execution for many people, revolution- 
aries function in only the most clandes- 
tine manner.) Nevertheless he supported 
opening relations with North Korea and 
other socalist countries, a fact which 
indicates the tremendous popular feeling 
behind this issue. He was courageous to 
run at all. In the past, opponents of the 
Pak regime have turned up dead after the 


election was over. On the day before the | 


election, the moderate Kim predicted 


.that a victory for Pak would mean the 


end of elections in South Korea. “If we 
cannot acbieve a transfer of power this 
year”, he said, ” the ruling camp will set 
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і the Oakland community to come. = 
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up a generalissimo system under which no 
elections are held. Park will be the ruler 
until the unification of North and South 
Korea.” 

Pak Jung Hi and his police state serve 
as only a thin veneer for the total U.S. 
government and the presence everywhere 
of police and the military that prevents 
Pak's regime from falling. 

Today the U.S. has 61,000 troops and 
51 bases in South Korea. The South 
Korean regime itself has a 612,000 man 
standing army, the sixth largest in the 
world. One third of South Korea’s budget 
goes for military spending. In addition, 
the government has formed a “homeland 
Defense Reserve Force" of 2.1million 
men with arms provided by the U.S. The 
South Korean National Police has been 
equipped and trained for years by the 
U.S. through its AID program, just as 
were the Diem police in South Vietnam. 

Pak Jung Hi makes specch after 
inflamatory speech about the need for 
U.S. troops to prevent an " invasion from 
the North". But even the U.S. State 
Department has admitted that it does not 
consider such an invasion likely. The real 
reason that U.S. troops are stationed in 
Korea is to keep a pro-Western fascist 
government in power against the will of 


the South Korean people. This is neces- } 


загу in order to hold that area as a U.S. 
military base and to keep South Korea 
open to U.S. and Japanese investment. 
Nixon has made much of his promise 
to withdraw 20,000 American troops 
from South Korea by June. At the same 
time, however, he has guaranteed the 
South Korcan government $1 billion in 
military aid over the next five years. The 
U.S. has already moved a wing of 54 jet 
fighter bombers to South Korea from 
Japan and has promised to deliver an 
unspecified number of EC 121 electronic 
reconaissance planes this year. This 
“Koreanization” will trun out to be no 
more successful for the U.S. than 
“Vietnamization” has been in Indochina, 
for a paid local puppet force is no match 
for armed patriots fighting for the libera- 
tion of their country. 


The following is a part of a testimony 
presented to the Bureau of Consumer 
Frauds and Protection by Francine Stein, 
Director of the National Abortion Pro- 
gram of Planned Parenthood, concerning 
commercial abortion referral agencies. 


EXPERIENCE WITH COMMERCIAL 
ABORTION REFERRAL GROUPS: 


The commercial for-profit groups have 
courted Planned Parenthood day in and 
day out. We have been called upon to 
assess the groups by the local press, by 
magazine staffs, by media people, and by 
public officials. 

Planned Parenthood has been 
swamped with spill-over effects from 
heavy advertising by commercial groups 
їп campus newspapers. 

We have been asked by patients, both 
in and out of New York State, to explain 
the commercial services or to confirm 
their legitimacy. Often we have had to 
deal with frantic women desperately 
trying to find abortion care at lower costs 
than those quoted to them by com- 
mercial groups. 


HOW THE FOR-PROFIT GROUPS 
OPERATE: 


No two of the agencies act exactly 
alike. But there are certain similarities. 


"THEY CHARGE А FEE FOR: 
REFERRAL, often $50 and up. 

FEES ARE SPOKEN OF AS PART 
OF A "PACKAGE." Women and families 
are rarely told in advance what the exact 
split will be to the hospital physician, or 
referral agency. Agency made hotel and 
lócal transportation arrangements adds to 
the cost of the "package deal." THE 
TOTAL FEE MUST BE PAID IN 
ADVANCE OF ALL SERVICES. 

MOST OF THE AGENCIES MAKE 
THE APPOINTMENT FOR THE 
PATIENT. The patient is given little, if 
any, choice of facility. Rarely is she told 
where her operation will be performed 
until after the scheduling has been done 
and after the money has been paid. 


PATIENTS ARE RARELY TOLD 
ABOUT ALTERNATIVES. Women are 
not told that they call call a non-profit 
agency and find a medical resource with- 
out paying the high “administrative” 
charge. 

THE REFERRAL PROCESS 
BECOMES A STEAMROLLER. Some- 
times cordial, but always insistent. There 
is little or no discussion of other consider- 
ations than abortion, and virtually no 
“counselling,” although several of the 
agencies have that word in their titles. 

ALL OF THE GROUPS ADVERTISE 
AND SOLICIT FOR PATIENTS. The 
for-profit agencies have, in my opinion, 
crossed the line of demarcation between 
legitimate public education and blatant 
solicitation. 

THEY HAVE А COMPLICATED 
PATTERN OF PAYMENT ARRANGE- 
MENTS WITH MEDICAL FACILITIES. 
Some agencies appear to exist as the 
collection arm for one medical factlity of 
a small group of facilities. Some agencies 
pay doctors who bill them monthly or 
weekly for the number of abortions 
performed. Some agencies are merely in 
business for themselves, scrambling for 
appointments in a variety of facilities 
without special scheduling arrangements 
with anyone. 


WHAT SHOULD BE DONE TO COR- 
RECT ABUSES: 


Again, І must repeat that the funda- 
mental answer to referral problems is 
found in accessibility of services. No 
woman will pay to line the pockets of 
profiteers if alternatives exist. We must. 
continue to work for free and low cost 
abortions in every state. 


In addition, the City and the State 
have responsibility to provide reliable 
abortion information widely and at no 
cost. "Authorities should work with 
non-profit health and social service 
agencies to see that standards are main- 
tained not only in the medical, but also in 
the administrative activities of the health 
delivery system. We would encourage 
repeated evaluation of all referral and 
information groups.

Southern California pigs have been at 
и again, tromping all over people's rights, 
creating riots, invading homes and drag- 
ging people off to jail. 

This time it was in Ocean Beach, a 
poor white area near San Diego. The kids 
there were building a park, which 
obviously the pigs couldn’t let them do. 
So when a community party was held in 
the park to have a good time and talk 
about the people’s peace treaty, the pigs 
moved in, 

They moved the people out of the 
street, into the park, and then started 
busting and beating people in the park. 
According to the OB People’s Rag, a 
special riot issue, “It became evident to 
everyone that the police were going to 
cause their own confrontation. The 
crowd grew angry—and understandably — 
for the people there realized...” what was 
going on. They responded with the only 
things they had: rocks and bottles. 1 

The people defended their neighbor- 
hood against the outside aggressors all 
afternoon and into the night. Pigs vamped 
on people inside their houses, on little 
kids, on mothers, on anyone they could 
get their hands on within a mile radius of 
the park. Over 50 were arrested. Eight 
porkers were injured, one seriously. — ' 

We simply have to get ourselves 
together. We can’t continue fighting pigs 
with inadequate weapons, when we are 
always on the defensive. We may be able 
to get experienced enough to keep our 
busts and injuries down to a minimum, 
but a defensive strategy can never really

Within a month of Dowbar's return to 
Brazil, he was holding up his first bank, 
the Banco Mercantil in downtown Sao 
Paulo, “І didn't even know how to handle 
a revolver," Dowbor says, "so I was as-

From his seat in the getaway car, with 
a heavy machine gun in the back seat, 
Dowbor saw traffic stop and pedestrians 
gather in small knots and point toward 
the bank. He saw a man tell the manager 
of à corner cafe to call the police, and he 
saw the manager shake his head and shrug 
and say it wasn't his money. 

Four minutes later, the men emerged 
from the bank with 15 thousand dollars" 
worth of eruzeiros. Dowbor, whose palms 
were clammy from apprehension, drove 
away surprised at the simplicity of the 
operation. But a month later, in August, 
1968, after only two months of revolu- 
tionary activity, he found out that it was 
just as simple to be caught. He was cruis- 
ing through a residential section at night 
with two other members of the group, 
looking for a car to steal. His car was 
stopped by the police, who found a gun 
on the back seat. The police were not 
sure whether they were common thieves 
or political activists, 

Dowbor and his friends were turned

over to the State Department of Criminal 
Investigation (D.E.LC.) for questioning, 
which in Brazil-has become a euphemism 
for torture. Dowbor was introduced to 
the parrot’s perch, an iron crossbar hang- 
ing from the ceiling, from which a suspect 
is suspended with his hands tied over his 
knees. While in this helpless position, 
electric shocks are applied to various 
parts of the body. At the end of eight 
days of be: 
Dowbor was in bad shape, with several 
broken ribs. 

“You would hear yelling all day long 
there [at D.E.L.C. headquarters] ," he re- 
calls, “There was always someone being 
tortured. I realized that the Brazilian po- 
lice had given up all investigative tech- 
niques except torture. A police investiga- 
tor in Brazil is by definition a torture: 
The chief investigator was a police in- 
spector known as Geladeira [refrigerator] 
because he never betrayed any emotion 
while doing his work. 

“The terrible thing is that they be- 
come accustomed to torture. Decent 
young men from good families who have 
joined the police from the highest mo- 
tives are told to torture suspects. The first 
time they vomit in disgust, and then they 
get used to it."

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continued robbing banks and stealing 
cars. One day in March, 1969, he saw his 
own photograph on a wanted poster. The 
posters were up on street corners, in gas 
stations and in cafes. 

The appearance of the posters was 
coupled with a police crackdown. At the 
end of March, 1969, the leader of the 
V.P.R., Onofre Pinto, was caught. Police 
had arrested a suspect on whom they 
found a note with the letters TS, which 
they correctly took to mean Theodore 
Sampaio Street. Dowbor was walking 50 
yards behind Onofre Pinto on his way to 
the meeting in that and saw a group of 
men. dressed like workers at a bus stop 
jump Pinto as he went by. He ran off to 
warn others on their way to the same 
meeting. 

A month earlier, a respected army of- 
ficer named Capt. Carlos Lamarca had de- 
serted with 70 light machine guns and 
joined the ranks of the V.P.R. Lamarca 
was known as the best shot in the army, 
and had been picked by the government 
to teach bank tellers to fire the guns they 
were now going to be issued, as a preven- 
tive measure to halt the wave of holdups. 
After Onofre Pinto was caught, Lamarca 
became the head of the V.P.R., a position 
he holds to this day. He is also at the 
head of the Brazilian police's most wan- 
ted list. 

In April, Dowbor and Lamarca and 10 
others attacked a military police barracks 
in the factory district of Sao Caetano do 
Sul. “We wanted their submachine guns 
and grenades,” Dowbor says, “and we al- 
so wanted the workers to see the M.P's in 
their gray uniforms and white helmets 
standing outside their own barracks with 
their hands up. It may seem strange that 
we would risk the lives of important lead- 
ers in this type of action, But that is 
proof of total involvement, However im- 
portant you are, you must do your share 
of menial jobs like stealing cars or renting 
hideouts for less experienced 
companions, People told us they were 
staying out of our movement because 
they were political, or that they were

and had given away the address of 
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the meeting under torture. Dowbor 
pulled out the Luger he was carrying that 
day and fired, but it jammed. His only 
thought as the police slipped handcuffs 
Over his wrists was: Lugers aren't sup- 
posed to jam. He was taken to the interroga- 
tion center run by the counterterrorist ar- 
my squads. The center is a modern, 
three-story, yellow-and-white house be- 
hind a police station on Tutoya Street. 
Over the door to the room where the tor- 
ture takes place are the words: Aqui nao 
ha Deus nem direitos humanos (Here 
there is neither God nor human rights). 

Three teams of 10 men commanded 
by an army captain work eight-hour shifts 
around the clock in the torture center. 
The names of the three captains when 
Dowbor was there were, he says, Alber- 
naz, Homero and Dalmo, They are all un- 
der the command of Col. Naldir Coelbo. 
The torture room is called the special op- 
erations room, or the SALA ROXA (vio- 
let room), because the walls are hung 
with violet cloth. 

As soon as he was arrested, Dowbor 
was taken to the sala roxa and questioned 
for 48 consecutive hours. He tried to talk 
about things the police already knew, like 
the bank holdups. One of his interroga- 
tors said: “You steal money from the 
banks; why don’t you get it from the 
crooked politicians instead?” 

“Why do you torture prisoners?” 
Dowbor asked by way of a reply. 

“If we don't torture you, you won't. 
talk," the interrogatore said. "What can 
we do?" 

"That is up to you. When a regime is 
forced to stay in power by such means, it. 
has no real validity. For each one of us 
you torture you create 10 kamikazes and 
then you will weep about violence in Bra- 
zil.” 


The fatherly, understanding interroga- 
tor, who offered coffee and cigarettes, al- 
ternated with the ugly interrogator, who 
applied the electrodes. The nice one said: 
“We want to talk to you from one soldier 
to another. You are militants of subver- 
sion, we are militants of repression. You 
are a foolish young idealist. You could 


To gain time, Dowbor explained what 
his aims were, he talked about Brazil’s 
alienated masses, he discussed the 

of foreign investment in the Brazilian 


economy. He felt like the concubine in 
"Thousand and One Nights" whose life 
was safe as long as she kept talking. The 
torturers joined in, as though they liked 
nothing better than a lively political dis- 
cussion. 

“Your methods are wrong," one inter- 
rogator said. “Violence will not help. 
Why are you giving up a comfortable 
existence for a lost cause?” 

Dowbor came to the end of his state- 
ment by saying: “An honest man who 
wants to walk with his head up should 
take up arms nowadays.” This was too 
much for the ugly interrogator, who 
strapped him to the parrot’s perch and 
applied the electrodes, calling him a “son 
of a bitch Pole.” Later, when Dowbor 
was in his cell trying to rest his mistreated 
body, this same interrogator came to 
apologize, not for having tortured him, 
but for having made a slurring remark 
about his national origin. 

Dowbor was considered an important 
catch. He was loaned out by one security 
organization to the others. “In the fol- 
lowing month,” he says, “I was tortured 
by the Sao Paulo army, the political po- 
lice, the Rio de Janeiro army, naval intel- 
ligence and the army secret service. It did 
not matter whether I talked or not. Each 
new team of interrogators decided the 
others had not been able to break me be- 
cause they did not know their job. They 
made it a point of professional honor to 
do better.” 

After several weeks of this treatment, 
Dowbor had third-degree burns on his 
legs and sprained back muscles and was 
unable to walk. He was sent to an ultra- 
modern medical center operated by the 
DOPS (Department of Order, Political 
and Social) A team of doctors there is 
specialized in patching up political prison- 
ers so they can be tortured some more, 
like ringside attendants who stanch a 
boxer's euts so he can keep fighting. 

“That was almost worse than being 
tortured," Dowbor says. Pleasant young 
doctors in clean white smocks took notes 
as they asked, with the same impersonal 
tone as if er were inquiring about a si- 

е: "What was it? Electric 


nam = И-ДЕ e wh What voltage?" They took his 


temperature, tapped his chest as they 
listened with a stethoscope, treated his 
burns, and X-rayed him. “With treatment 
like that you start to lose your mind,” 
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Dowbor says. The doctors pronounced 
him fit enough to be returned to his inter- 
tors. 

“І finally talked,” he says. “І had to 
give away the general aspects of the or- 
ganization.” 

Dowbor had been passed along from 
one security service to the other for 
roughly six weeks when word filtered 
down to him that the West German am- 
bassador in Rio de Janeiro had been kid- 
napped by the V.P.R., which was asking 
for 40 prisoners in exchange for his re- 
lease. “I was in my cell in the DOPS,” he 
recalls, “when a policeman whispered to 
me: "You're in luck, your people have 
kidnapped von Holleben [the German 
ambassador].” That day they stopped 
torturing me. I could not be sure I was 
onthe list of 40. The lists are made up 
according to one's behavior in prison. The 
next day the names came out апа І was 
on it. The guards started calling me Sen- 
hor." 

On June 14, Dowbor and others on 
the list were taken under heavy guard to 
the military airport in Sao Paulo. They 
were flown to Rio de Janeiro, where they 
were put by twos in cells in the air force 
prison. The next morning, all the 40 were 
herded together in the same room. “It 
was a very joyous scene,” says Dowbor. 
“We found companions whom we 
thought were dead or whom we had not 
seen in years.” Twenty-seven of the 40 
were members of Dowbor's group, the 
V.P.R., which had carried out the kid- 
napping. *At midday we boarded the 
plane for Algiers. We had changed hand- 
cuffs three times, because each police or- 
ganization had its own. The political po- 
lice had turned us over to the federal po- 
lice at Sao Paulo airport. The federal po- 
lice had turned us over to the air force 
police in Rio, and on the plane we were 
back in the hands of the federal police. 
We remained handcuffed during the 
flight." 

The plane arrived at Maison-Caree air- 
port in Algiers at 1 A.M. on June 15. A 
brazilian policeman stood at the door, at 
the spot where the smiling air hostess 
usually wishes passengers farewell, and 
unsnapped the handeuffs from each dis- 
embarking passenger. Dowbor walked 
down the gangplank, shook his wrists and 
gazed up at the clear, star-filled North Af- 
rican sky. 
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South Africans live under a system - 


called apartheid in which 4 million whites - 
have absolute rule over 28 million blacks. - 
Under apartheid blacks are subjected to` 
these conditions: 

Whites live on 87 percent of the land, 
blacks live on the remaining 13 percent. 

When in a white area an African is 
legally a “temporary sojourner" even if. 
he has lived there all his life. At any time. 
he may be ordered to leave if whites. 
consider “that his presence is detrimental 
to peace and order.” 

By law blacks can never earn more 
than whites nor can blacks ever be in a 
position of authority over whites. Quality 
education exists only for whites, while 
education for blacks consists of training 


them for service to whites. Blacks are not ^ 


allowed to gather in any numbers. Politi- 
cal meetings and political literature are 
absolutely forbidden, Unions for blacks 
are completely outlawed. Whites and 
blacks cannot mix in any way. Schools, 
hospitals, railway stations, toilets—every 
publie and private institution is strictly 
segregated, A black person cannot even 
look at a white person without risking a 


severe punishment. No white may have, 


sexual relations with an African, colored 
or Indian. No African may own property 
anywhere in the Republic. Under the 
apartheid system every black must carry a 
passbook on him at all times. This is a 20 
page book which must be signed by his or 
her employer every month, and kept up 
to date with tax payments, residence 
permits, and other information. For pass 
offenses they can be arrested or kicked 
out of urban areas, Some of the pass 
offenses are staying overnight with your 


parents if over 18 years old, visiting a 
relative in an urban area, living with your 
husband beyond 72 hours without 
government permission. 

Not following any of the complicated 
rules of apartheid results in long, hard 
punishment. More people are hanged 
every year in South Africa than in any 
other country in the world, Every day 
more than 1500 blacks are arrested for 
pass violations alone. Thousands of blacks 
are in jail for political “crimes.” An un- 
known number of others have ben hunted 
down by South Africa’s gestapo secret 
police and tortured with water, electricity 
and sexual abuse. 

Identification is a basic tool in popu- 
lation control. Every totalitarian govern- 
ment has devised some means of subju- 
gating its people through identity cards. 
In the past, these systems have been 
weak: they have been difficult to admin- 
ister; cards have could be tampered with 
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Now Polaroid has put an end to all 
that. It has used its sophisticated techno- 
logical know-how to create an almost 
fool-proof system of identification. 
Known as the I D 2, Polaroid’s system 
takes your picture, develops it in two 
minutes, seals it in unbreakable plastic, 
and registers your name, photographs, 
and other information in computers.

In the fall of 1970 Polaroid admitted 
that 20 percent of all pictures taken for 
the passbooks were taken on Polaroid 
equipment.
